$180,000,000 treasury deficit for

In his second annual budget 
message, he requested $3,932,- 
842,000 to finance the govern- 
ment the next fiscal year. He 
also warned that appropriations 
looking beyond action in the 
next six months to ameliorate 
unemployment and difficulties 
caused by the drought might 
result in another deficit in 1932 

The detailed estimates for 1932 
included increases over current 
appropriations of $109,620,000 for 
veterans, $51,500,000 for federal- 
aid roads, $10,330,000 for pub- 
lic buildings, $2,480,660 for pro 
hibition enforcement, and $35,- 
000,000 for the shipping board’s 
construction loan fund. De- 
creases of $92,000,000 for tax re- 
funds, $33,697,000 for national 
defense, and $22,000,000 for in- 
terest on the public debt were 
listed,

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C ‘ANADA NEEDS THEM 

Washington despatches say the pre- 
sent session of Congress will be interest- 
ing to Canadians because of what is done 
in regard to immigration rather than be- 

cause of action taken on any other sub- 
ject. It is added that what Congress may 
be expected to do is slam the door and de- 
clare a two-year embargo. upon immigra- 
tion into the United States. 

If that is the worst Canadians have to 
apprehend they will watch the present 
session at Washington with a good deal 
less concern than the last one, Canadian 
enterprise, industry and training have 
done more to develop the’ resources and 
build up the business structure of the 
United States than they have ever got 
credit for. If our neighbors have no room 
for fresh importations of these construc- 
tive talents, Canada can use them to ad- 
vantage. 


That Premier Bennett would reply, 
more or less in kind, to the “humbug” 
speech of Right Hon. J. H. Thomas was 
to be expected, and the expected has hap- 
pened. hich of the duellists got the bet- 
ter of the wordy interchange may be a 
matter of opinion, As Mr, Thomas says 
he will make no rejoinder, it may be as- 
sumed hopefully that the incident has 
closed. It will surely take its place as be- 
ing quite as remarkable an outcome of a 
trade conference as ever happened in the 
history of this world. 

What the Canadian farmers, and the 
Canadian public, must ask themselves, is 
whether this “scrap” and the peculiar 
“negotiations” which led up to it have im- 
proved the prospect of selling some of our 
surplus wheat in Great Britain. Perhaps 
Canada’s representatives took the right 
way to induce the people in the old lands 
to buy our wheat in preference to wheat 
from the Argentine or Soviet Russia, 
whose ambassadors of commerce employ 
quite different tactics. All things are pos- 
sible, but it takes more than a common 
brand of optimist to anticipate any such 
favorable result. 


AN OPPORTUNITY FOR SACRIFIC E 

In the discussion about “firing” mar- 
ried women who are holding paid posi- 
tions, and of redistributing jobs generally 
on the basis of “one income per family,” 
not much attention seems to be paid to 
one specific case that is clearly involved. 
That is the case of the girl who needs 
work and cannot get work, versus the 
girl whose parents are comfortably cir- 
cumstanced and who only holds down a 
position in order that she may have a poc- 
ket-full of spending money. 

Obviously a situation of that kind is 
one which cannot be dealt with by law, 
and one in which an outsider has no right 
to speak in any dogmatic way. To work 
is a8 much the right of one person as an- 
other; is an argument that cuts both ways 
in the circumstances. But it is no doubt 
true that in Edmonton, as in every other 
large centre, a considerable number of 
girls who need work are without work 
while a considerable number who do not 
have to depend upon their earnings are 
drawing salaries, 

If anything is to be done to readjust 
that inconsistency it will have to be done 
by the fortunately placed girls themselves, 
with the co-operation of their parents and 
employers. It ought to be said—and re- 
cognized by all who know the circum- 
stances-—that a girl who voluntarily gives 
up & job she does not really need, in order 
that some other girl may get the place 
and thus secure wages she does need, is 
doing a real and very fine service in these 
hadly dislocated times.

When the present Dominion Govern- 
ment came into office, Mr. Massey, newly 
appointed commissoiner at London, left it 
with Mr. Bennett to say whether he should 
hold the post or resign. Mr. Bennett de- 
cided that he would prefer a commissioner 
of his own appointing. That decision es- 
tablished the point that the high commis- 
sionership is a political appointment, and 
that it is in order for the occupant to va- 
cate the post whenever a change ef gov- 
ernment takes place in Canada. 

The transfer to London certainly can- 
not be regarded as a promotion from the 
premiership of Ontario. But it has to be 
recognized as Mr, Ferguson's reward for 
having made his provincial government a 
part of the election machinery of one party 
in the recent Dominion elections. Mr. Fer- 
guson’s colleagues may feel that his 
methods on that occasion were a bit crude 
for the voters of Ontario, and that they 
will have a better chance to live down the 
incident if he is on the other side of the 
Atlantic.

TYPHOID FEVER 

In the old-time wars it was not uncommon 
for typhoid fever to kill more soldiers than 
did the shot and shell. During the late World 
War typhoid did not play as serious a part 
becasue of the especial precautions taken to 
prevent it. The disease occurs most often in 
the temperate climates, and most frequenfly 
attacks those between the ages of fifteen and 
thirty. It is the most common of all the long 
continued fevers. 

A definite micro-organism, the bacillus 
typhosis, has been, identified as the cause, 
This bacillus practically always enters the 
body through the mouth, most frequently in 
contaminated drinking water and food. The 
prevalence of this disease is a direct indica- 
tion of the sanitary precautions of the com- 
munity. Tha bacillus may be killed by boil- 
ing the drinking water and pasteurizing the 
milk. It will live in a dry condition for sev- 
eral months, below freezing for two weeks, 
and the direct rays of the sun for five to ten 
hours. Some people are known to have car- 
ried the germs for years and infected others 
while apparently in goo d health themselves. 
Flies are frequently responsible for the rapid 
spread of typhoid. 

After the initial infection, the disease may 
incubate in the body for eight to fifteen days 
before serious symptoms develop, although 
the patient may feel tired and restless, The 
symptoms are by no means the same in every 
case, but usually there will be loss ot agen 
headache, diarrhea, nose bleed and a minal 
pain, Soon the patient feels sick enough to 
remain in bed, There may be a slow rise in 
temperature, coated tongue, rapid pulse, ab- 
dominal pain and distention, and some mev- 
tal wandering, cough and bronchitis. In about 
eight days a rose colored, spotted rash may 
be seen upon the abdomen. The cheeks are 
highly flushed and the eyes bright. Later the 
features become dull and listless, The symp- 
toms become worse during the second week. 
Mild cases may recover in about two weeks, 
but in more severe cases, provided the patient 
does not die sooner, the recovery may not be- 
gin until the sixth week, Recovery is very 
slow in this disease and even when the patient 
seems to be improving, care must be used to 
prevent a relapse. 

Drugs are of little if any benefit in this dis- 
order. The therapy should be confined to 
careful nursing, restricted diet and water 
treatments. Cathartics should not be used. 
The patient must be confined to bed even if 
he wishes to get up. The room must be well 
ventilated and screened. No solid food should 
be given until the patient has entirely recov- 
ered, Solid food might bring on a fatal hem- 
orrhage or perforation of the bowels. The pa- 
tient should drink at least one gallon of water 
a day. The only foods whcih should be given 
until convalescence bagins are fruit and vege- 
table juices, The patient should be given two 
or three enemas daily.
